He received hls- 
educatlon In that country, but came 
to Aftiorlca with his parents while still 
a young man. He worked for several 
years in various packing houses In 
Chicago, and about 1SS8 married Miss 
Antonla Hoselberger. 

Ho spent the last thirty years of his 
life farming on the west side of Lake 
Marie. He was In active health until

PREVENTION OF FRAUDS IN CONTR/\CTS 
(Chicago Daily News.) 

Excessive prices for public work constitute no small 
part of the enormous waste characteristic of local govern- 
ment in many sections. They contribute substantially to 
the high and mounting cost of public administration. 
The practice of charging the public excessive and even 
extortionate prices for supplies furnished or work per- 
formed has been encouraged, rather than resisted, by 
spoils officials. Outrageous profits allowed contractors 
commonly have been split with dishonest men in office 
or else have found their way in part to political treasure 
chests. 

United States District Attorney Johnson has sponsored 
a bill at Springfield designed to prevent fraud in public 
contracts. That measure is sleeping in some legislative 
pigeonhole and the chances of favorable action upon it 
arc remote. With these facts in mind Alderman Slassen 
has drafted a city ordinance designed to accomplish lo- ernment income. 



TIME FOR EFFICIENCY IN GOVERNMENT 

When a private business has a deficit, it begins to cast 
around for ways and means to increase its earning power 
or decrease its overhead. 

Now that our federal government is facing a gigantic 
deficit, many of our law-makers are concerned with how 
to "increase" taxes. 

Tax gatherers overlook the simple fact that in times 
of distress, the more taxes that are taken from the people, 
the less money there is for productive enterprise. And it 
is from productive enterprise that all taxes and employ- 
ment must evenually come. 

Industries and individuals have been readjusting them- 
selves to present conditions. Let lax-levying bodies fol- 
low the same course or admit to the people that they arc

American Society to Celebrate 
. Its Birth Year With Nation- 
wide Observance

has been made piihllc hy the American 
Red Cros?. in cnnnertion with the (.•••le- 
brntlon this year of \ia tlflicth hirtb- 
day. 

It was on the eveninK of May 21, 
ISSl, in the modest home of Mins Clara 
Barton in Washington. 0. C, that the 
American Association of the [le<i Cross 
was ilrsl formed. Uefore the year was 
out, and before, indeed, the Untied 
Stattii) Government had otllclally 
moved to approve the Treaty of 
Geneva, arldins this nation to the com- 
pany of thirty-two others adhering to 
the treaty to protect wounded In war- 
Care. .Miss Itarton had phuiKed the small 
Boclety into a dl.ta.ster relief task. 

First Red Cross Unit 

ThU was in tho north woods of 
MIchlKan, where foreai lireR swept the 
homestead farms of plonocrlnf; fam- 
Ulea. .MIhs Hnrton. an president of the 
Rod Cross, had or;;anlzed a branch In 
DansvlUe. New York, where she was 
Bojournlni;. This lillle Rroup Imme- 
diately raii^od monoy, fnod, clothing 
and other supplies and Hent them to 
tho foreat (Ire victlniR. In Rochester 
and Syrainise. .Vew York, nearby, word 
spread of this charitable enterprise, 
and Ke<i Cro.ss auxlllarien were ofRan* 
Izod there to help. So bi'Kan the disas- 
ter relief work of the Ited Cross fifty 
years ago. In the Inlervonlns years, 
millions of men, women and children 
have been aided. Thtnmnnds of homes 
have ln'iin restored. Thousands of 
persoa.s. overwhelmed by tlontls, tor- 
nadoes, and flroa until all they pos- 
se^i^ed had been wiped away, have 
been rehabilitated and prosperity and 
happiness again smiled upon them. 

This year has been dedicated by the 
Rc^l Cross and Its chapters In il.'iOO 
communltlp.i to commemoration of the 
events which led to the birth of the 
society in the United States. 

President Hoover Speak* 

The celebration of the anniversary 
was InaiiKiiraied In Wa.''hlnKton at a 
dinner, attendtfd by many dl.stln- 
gulshed men and woiien, at which 
Chief Justice Cbarluu ICvana Hughes 



presided, and President Hoover, who 
U tho president of the American Red 
Cross, was the chief speaker. Judge 
Max Huber of Geneva. Switzerland, 
the president of the International Com- 
mittee of tho lied Cross. In which nfty* 
seven nations aro Joined Iti a Red 
Cross brotherhood, also was a speaker, 
as were Chairman John Barton Payne 
of the American Red Cross, and Miss 
Mabel T. Boardman, secretary, and 
veteran leader of the society. 

The [te<l Cross standard, which tiles 
all around the world whore mercy Is 
needed, was tlrst Introduced as an 
Ideal in our modern civilization In 
Ueneva lu ISGl. when the Iriteriiatlonnl 
Red Cross convention, afterward to be 
known as the Treaty of tJeneva, was 
sliinud by twelve countrlod aRreelng 
thai on the battictletd the wounded 
Hbiiutd be given aid by doctors, nurses 
and others, who should wear the sign 
of the Ked Cross, and be treated as 
neutrals In the warlare. 

Two Americans attended this first 
convention, the American .Minister 
George C f'ogg. and Charles S. P. 
Rowles. representative In Kurope of 
the United States Sanitary Commis- 
sion, a volunteer organltatlon of sym- 
pathizers with the North In our Civil 
War. Facts they gave resulted In adop- 
tion of some of the American Ideas. 

Returning to the United States. Kogg 
and Bowles sought recognitlmi of the 
Geneva Treaty, but the Grant admin- 
istration took no interest Under 
Hayes, the same lethargy was en- 
counterc<l. 

Clara Barton Founder 

Hut there had emerged from the Civil 
War perlml a middle-aged woman who 
had seen much service on ibe t)attle- 
tlelds around Washington. This was 
Clara Darton 111 health caused her to 
make a trip to Europe la 1869. There 
sbe became Interested In the Red 
Cro.is Idea, and Joined a unit which 
saw service In the Franco-F'russlan 
war Upon her return home, she 
launched an active campaign for the 
treaty, but mot the name oppuBltlon 
as her predecessors. However, Presi- 
dent Gardeld. when he came Into of- 
tlce. recognized the merits of the 
movement, and when death by assassi- 
nation removed htm. his successor. 
President Arthur, sought approval by 
the U. S, Senate of the treaty. Thus 
was con.'tummated a seventeen-year 
tight In this nation for a humanitarian 
Ideal. Clara Harion was recognized as 
the society's founder and was Its presi- 
dent for twenty-three years. She died 
In 1912 at the age of 90 years. 

It la not generally thought of, but 
the tlag so familiar In every civilized 
nation as the emblem of the Red Cross. 
tiad a simple derivation. Because the 
originator of the movement, Henri 
Dunant, was a Swiss, and the first 
treaty to protect wounded In battle 
was drafted and signed In Switzerland, 
the flag of that Repuhlle— a whito cross 
upor. a red background— was reversed. 
ind the Retl Cross came Into being.

In connection with these few words 
that we aro privileged to speak for a 
worthy official we shall pay tribute to 
Mrs. Funk, who Ivas for many years 
been a mother to' £0 many unfortunate 
clUldren. 

Mrs. Funk Is an Ideal mother to 
these detention' home kiddles. Her 
early wcmanhood' was occupied as a 
teacher In tho public 'echools. Her 
value OS a probation officer was found 
by Judge Persons more than ten 
years ago nnd it Is largely duo to her 
love for these unfortunate young 
folks that we can now say wo have 
one of the beat detention homes in th6 
state of Illinois. 

I wish you could have been with mo 
when I visited the detention home a 
few days ago for the llrst tlnie, Ifl 
company with Supervisor Burke, and 
could soe the home as It Is. There Is 
nothing to indicate a prison or any 
restraint of any sort, It Is Jiist a plain 
home and as the result the children 
who are receiving the care there do 
not have the feeling of being under 
the ro&tralnta exercised by law. There 
are no bars, no hard beds, no bread 
and water, no harsh scolding, nothing 
that would give a feeling of helpless- 
ness or fear to most children, especi- 
ally the sensitive, and when they leave 
the home there are very few that 
have not bonefltted by. being there, 

I was very smuch Interested when 
Mr. Burke, whom I have known for 
fifty years, and who takes a" real fa- 
ther's Interest In these poor children 
and the home, Informed mo that all 
they did was done last year at a coat 
of approximately 15,000 and that tholr 
budget was the only budget that had 
a balance In the treaaury.at tho eud 
r.r their fiscal year. 

I would suggest that everybody In- 
toreateil In this noble work lake tho 
first opportunity that they can to pay 
a visit to thla Important and, worthy 
Institution. It Is different from nny 
other institution of lU kind In the 



There is in process of organization a Lake

taxpayei*3 of Lake county. 

There is no reason why the Uxpayers should 
not be interested in forcing the development of 
the public's business with the same efficiency, 
and require the same value for their dollar, as is 
developed and required by properly organized 
private business interesU. It is self-evident that 
' it. cannot be accomplished by any individual 
taxpayers working independently, nor can it be 
accomplished by independent Uxpayers' associ- 
ations working independently. "In union there 
is strength" and if a majority favors a taxpayers 
federation, then Lake county should have such 
a federation. "^^

What Is your plain definite, atti- 
tude on cancellation or revision 
of war debU? Do you want the 
U. S. tarrlff lowered *n hope of 
securing Europtan disarmament? 
Supplement to our June 9, 1931, 
letter. 
Dear Mr. President: 

After writing you on tho 9Ui Inst., ^ 
tho press carried npparently Inspired 
articles from Washington on Uio war 
debU, a typical heading being In tho 
Chicago Dolly News: "U. S. Un- 
changed on Debt Stand, Capital 
Hears. Cancellation for Disarma- 
ment Story Unfounded, High Author- 
ity Soya." However, tlie article in- 
timates that our officials do not know 
just what the conversations have bcoa 
In England between the heads of tlio 
German and British governments; all 
of which Is *ligosted with much saltJ 
by the average American taxpayer 
because In our business circles Intim- 
ations are current -to tlie general ef- 
fect Umt Germany made very definite 
proposals to England— among them a 
conference In Franco to perfect a 
temporary European economic under- 
Etandlng. Then the United States Is 
to be asked to consider reparations 
and war debta along with tariff bar- 
riers, tho plan being to compensate 
tho United Slates by European deflap 
tlon In armament. 

Germany Is cre<llted with warning 
the British that a German government , 
of repudiation and Bolshevism la tlie 
allcmatlvo to relief for Germany, 
which Is, of course, largely dominated, 
by Uie Socialist party. 

Secretary Stlmson Is being cred- 
ited abroad wlUi a purpose of visiting 
Europe to Inquire into tho relation- 
ship between reparations and war 
debts. 

On June 11, 1931, the Chicago Tri- 
bune headline reads, "CasUe HlnU at 
Possible Cut In War Debts— Tempor- 
ary Change Is Phrase," and on the 
15th Inst, the Tribune headline reads, 
I "WIrth ProdlcU Drastic Cut In -Repar- 
ations Debt, French Aid for Bruenlng 
Is Hinted." This German minister Irf 
quoted: "We are starting on the road 
toward dnutlc reduction In reparation 
payments. All necessary stops In this 
direction have boon taken," 

In Chicago financial circles, Intima- 
tions aro current that a financial cri- 
sis ot major Importance and possibly 
worldwide effects Is impending in 
souutheastcm Europe, from which are 
coming family letters which Indicate - 
that men are bolng drafted to war 
with a certain countrj-, the name of 
which Is available to you upon re- 
quest. 

An economic conference of the al- 
lies on June 14 to 17. 1916, resolved, 
"The allies declare themselves agreed 
to couaorvo fcr the allied countries, 
before all others, their natural re-^ 
sources during the whole i«rlod of 
commercial, Industrial, agricultural 
and maritime reconstruction, etc." 
The United SUtos was not a party to 
this conference. Then as now there" 
was taHf of an economic union be- 
tween Germany and Austria. How- 
ever, tho Washington proas Is pro- 
fessing that our officials do not know 
that there is a proposal for a confer- 
ee© In France to- perfect an oconoanic 
uudorstandlng, apparently to include
